FOR 

THE ACADEMIC SESSION 1879-80. 



TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please your Majesty — 

I have the honour of submitting to Your Majesty the following 
Report on Queen’s College, Cork, for the Academic Session 
1879-80, in compliance with a provision of the Act of Parliament 
founding the Queen’s Colleges (8 and 9 Yic., c. 6, s. 20), and in 
accordance with the College Statutes. 

In my last Report I stated that the Session 1878-79 was in 
every respect the most prosperous the College had seen. I am 
now able to state that not only has this prosperity continued in 
the Session 1879-SO, but there has been a substantial increase in 
the number of students this year over last year. In 1S49 the Col- 
lege opened with 70 matriculated and 45 n on-matriculated students, 
or a total of 115 : in 1879-80. being the thirty-first session, there 
were 271 matriculated and 29 non -matriculated, or a total of 300 
students in attendance. Any where this would be regarded as a 
successful growth, but taking into account the exceptional condi- 
tion of the south of Ireland as regards wealth, the needs for 
University education, and the low condition of preparatory 
education, not to speak of the difficulties arising out of religious 
views, the position already attained by so young an University 
College is very satisfactory. It now stands in numbers very little 
below some of the smaller Universities of Germany, with which, 
indeed, it offers many points of similarity. 

The difficulties under which the College has hitherto laboured 
have been signally increased by the University Education 
(Ireland) Act of 1879, which proposes to substitute for the very 
complete collegiate system of University education of the Queen’s 
University and its Colleges a system of mere examination. For 
reasons which I cannot enter into here, Irish youth stand 
especially in need of the training which a good system of col- 
legiate university education gives, and are more prone, at least 
under present circumstances, than the youth of other countries, 
to the evil efiects necessarily inherent in the net-work of 
examinations now being organized in Ireland, and which threatens 
to impose an intellectual thraldom on the country. I cannot 
predict what effect this proposed change will immediately exert 
upon the number of students attending the Colleges, for all 
changes necessarily produce perturbations which are propor- 
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tionate to their extent and character ; but while there may be 
danger that the character of our education may be deteriorated 
by influences external to the College, I believe our numbers will 
ultimately be considerably increased, provided the College meets 
the crisis in its life with increased energy, and an intelligent 
recognition of its new position. 

In the Appendix (A, p. 11) will be found tables showing the 
number of students who entered in the Session 1879-80, the total 
number of students attending the College, tlieir distribution 
according to Faculties, Academic Standing, Religious Denomina- 
tion, Ages, and places whence they came. These tables are 
similar to those given in my previous Reports, and may, there- 
fore, be readily compared with each other. The general table 
showing the number of students, and their religious denomina- 
tions, for each year since the openiug of the College, given in mv 
last Report, has been extended to the Session 1879-80, and will 
be found atp. 11. 

With the exception of some disturbances arising out of the 
excitement created by the General Election, and which imposed 
the unpleasant duty upon the Council of rusticating for twelve 
months two students, the conduct of the students during the 
past session was good, and only very few breaches of discipline 
were reported to me. 

When the College was founded it was designed that those 
students who did not reside with their parents or guardians, or 
with such persons as they should appoint, should live in Halls or 
in Boarding Houses licensed by the President, in which they 
would be placed under the moral and spiritual care of Deans of 
Residences belonging to their respective religious denominations. 
I have several times reported that no such Halls, nor Licensed 
Boarding Houses existed in Cork. At present the students who 
do not reside with their parents or guardians live in private 
lodgings in various parts of the city, hut chiefly in the neighbour- 
hood of the College. Although this way of liviDg has some great 
inconveniences in respect to the maintenance of discipline outside 
the College, and that many of the lodgings are not well fitted for 
students, it is better than a system’ of Licensed Boarding Houses, 
which would bring many students together without adequate 
means for maintaining discipline among them being provided. It 
also recommends itself by its economy to the poorer students. 
The objection I have made against Licensed Boarding Houses 
would not lie against a Hall, which would in itself be a valuable 
factor in Collegiate education. While the student of narrow- 
means would, no doubt, find it necessary to continue to live in 
private lodgings where he could practice the economy imposed 
upon him by his poverty, there are many students who could 
afford to live in a Hall, and enjoy the many advantages which 
student life in common under cultured and judicious govern- 
ment is capable of affording. Not the least valuable of such 
advantages in the eyes of many would he the opportunity which 
would offer of making religious teaching and practices distinct 
elements in the studies and discipline of students. 
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The principle of the Colleges Act is, that Parliament should 
provide secular teaching only, while the various religious bodies 
should make provision for the religious instruction and training 
of the students of their respective denominations. The 14th 
section of the Act enacts that “No student shall be compelled by 
any rule of the College to attend any theological lecture or 
religious instruction other than is approved by his parents or 
guardians, and that no religious test shall be administered to any 
person in order to entitle him to be admitted a student of any such 
College, or to hold any office therein, or to partake of any advan- 
tage or privilege thereof.” From this clause Parliament intended 
that the public money should be applied for the benefit of the 
people without distinction of religious belief, as it is collected 
from tax-payers of all denominations. On the other hand the 
17th section of the Act, which empowers persons to give or be- 
queath money, land, &c., for the foundation and endowment of 
Halls ; and the 18th section, which enables the Board of Public 
Works in Ireland to make loans for their erection, allows full 
liberty to founders of a Hall to make such rules for its manage- 
ment as shall render it a strictly denominational institution. 

If each of the religious bodies to which the great majority of 
the students of the College belong had in the immediate neigh- 
bourhood of the College a Hall in which the students belonging 
to it could live under the moral and religious care of those ap- 
pointed for the purpose, and iu which provision could he made 
for teaching religious doctrine, and cognate debatable subjects, 
there can be no doubt a want felt by many parents and guardians 
would be supplied, and the welfare of the College thereby pro- 
moted. 

However objectionable the substitution of a mere examining 
board for a strictly Collegiate body such as the Queen's University 
may he, from an educational point of view, the Royal University 
of Ireland offers at least one advantage which may commend 
itself to many, and is certainly worthy of consideration in the 
present connexion. A student residing in a Hall connected with 
Queen's College, Cork, governed on as strictly denominational 
principles as its founders may choose to determine, might with- 
out interfering with his graduation in the new Univereity, omit 
any lectures in the College course to which objection should he 
raised on religious grounds. I know that there are not any lec- 
tures given in the College open to such an objection, nevertheless, 
this right of abstention, coupled with the power of supplementing 
the College teaching by lectures in the Hall on religious doctrine, 
and all other debatable subjects, by removing a chief objection 
which has been urged against the principle upon which the Col- 
lege is based, may enable many of those who have hitherto held 
aloof from it to avail themselves in future of its great advan- 
tages. 

So much attention has been devoted for several years to the 
discussion of the abstract principles upon which University educa- 
tion should be based, that any measures for its practical promotion 
pending the settlement of the great question, were well nigh 
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entirely neglected. For example, no effort was made to carry out 
that part of the scheme embodied in the Colleges Act which Par- 
liament left to voluntary action. About four years ago a project 
was set a-foot to found a Hall in connexion with Queen’s College, 
Cork, but beyond a promise of a donation of £100 by his Grace 
the Duke of Leinster, and of a few subscriptions by former 
students of the College, no systematic attempt to raise the neces- 
sary funds was made. Owing to the pressing necessity which 
existed of providing for the enlargement of the College grounds, 
the making of a new entrance, and many other additions to, and 
improvements in the College itself, it was thought better to post- 
pone the project to a more favourable opportunity. In the hope 
of ultimately helping on the undertaking, especially one part of 
it to which I shall draw attention presently, I endeavoured, 
though unsuccessfully, to have the land adjacent to the College 
purchased for the Crown, so as to secure it from being built on. 
The proposed Hall was to include chambers for senior students, 
and graduates acting as assistants to professors, &e., and if possi- 
ble, apartments and residences for some of the professors them- 
selves — a matter of the utmost importance to the welfare of the 
College. No definite plan had been formed respecting the char- 
acter of the proposed Hall, nor were the principles of its govern- 
ment determined. It is probable, however, that the Hall proper 
would have consisted of a series of chambers in which students 
might live as in Trinity College, Dublin, and having a dining- 
room, and the necessary offices connected therewith, and, perhaps, 
a Common Room. As the funds were expected to come from 
the friends of the College generally, the Hall would not of course 
he denominational. The Head would probably have been a pro- 
fessor, if one could have been got to accept the office. By the 
provisions of the Colleges Act, and the College Statutes the 
students residing in such a Hall would, however, necessarily come 
under the moral and spiritual care of the Deans of Residence of 
their respective churches, so that although non-denominational 
in the sense that any student might hire chambers, he would 
while residing there come directly under one of the Deans of 
Residences. 

While this large project was obliged to be laid aside for atirne, 
another has been set on foot by the Dean of Residences of the 
Church of Ireland. The Rev. Dr. Webster, who has displayed a 
zeal and a perseverance in looking after the spiritual interests of 
the students of his Church, worthy of commendation, having 
failed after repeated efforts to obtain from the College Council a 
room within the College for his religious lectures, at length 
adopted the wise, and in every respect the better plan, of founding 
a Hall which should give him the accommodation he wanted, and 
thus leave the College itself solely for the secular teaching of 
persons of all denominations alike. With characteristic energy Dr. 
Webster set himself to work to raise subscriptions to build the 
proposed Hall, and I am glad to be able to state that he has fully 
succeeded. A piece of ground has been purchased adjoining the 
College Botanic Garden, upon which is now being erected, at a 
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cost of about £G,000, a building capable of lodging 34 students, 
and provided with a lecture room for 100 students. This Hall 
will be under Dr. Webster himself, as Dean of Residences of the 
Church of Ireland, and being primarily intended for students of 
that Church, will necessarily be denominational, but the founders 
propose to admit, should there be room, students of other religious 
denominations, under the protection of a conscience clause. I 
hope to be able to announce in my next Report the completion of 
this, the first Hall erected in connexion with a Queen’s College, 
and trust that it will be thoroughly successful, and serve as an 
example to be imitated by other religious bodies. 

I should not forget to mention that Mr. W. H. Crawford, who 
has been so great a benefactor in several ways to the College, has 
recently purchased nearly three acres of the land adjoining the 
College and the new Hall. I may also express a hope that the 
project of providing chambers and houses for the Professors, 
assistants, &c., may be successfully carried out. 

Including transactions of learned societies, scientific and literary 
journals, and other serial publications, our book collections have 
been increased by about 1,200 volumes, of which about 550 were 
purchased, and the remainder presented. The latter included 
Mr. W. H. Crawford’s fourth addition to the “ Crawford 
Library,” which now contains more than 2,000 volumes. A list 
of the books forming Mr. Crawford’s last gift, and also a list of the 
other donations to the Library, will be found in the Appendix 
(D, Ho. xxi., pp. 25, 28). The Librarian repeats his complaints of 
the want of room in the present Library, and of the pressing 
necessity of providing increased accommodation. In my last 
Report I drew special attention to the subject, and here I need 
only add that each year makes the want of a larger library more 
strongly felt. 

The Geological and Zoological Museums are in excellent order. 
Some additions having been made to the cases in the temporary 
Archaeological and Ethnological Museum, we have been enabled 
to exhibit part of the fine collection of weapons and other objects 
from New Guinea and the South Sea Islands, presented to the 
College by one of our former students, C. H. Haines, b.a., m.d., 
late Surgeon to H.M.S. “ Basilisk.” Although the funds at the 
disposal of the College are very scanty, we have found it neces- 
sary to devote a small sum for the salary of a curator of the 
anatomical, pathological, and materia medica collections, and also 
of the collections of surgical and obstetrical instruments, which 
have been largely increased since my last Report. Dr. C. Y. 
Pearson, a graduate of the College, has been appointed to the new 
office, and has already begun to arrange the anatomical and 
pathological collections in the new Museum, which is now fit 
for their reception. 

In the Appendix will be found a list of the donations to the 
several Museums, and the donors’ names. (D, No. xxii., p. 31.) 

Thanks to the munificence of Mr. W. H. Crawford, who has 
promised to supply the necessary funds, the Astronomical and 
Physical Observatory building is now almost completed. The 
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Equatorial Telescope is in its place ; the arrangements for the 
Siderostatic Telescope will shortly be finished ; and Mr. Grubb 
has in hands a Transit Circle of novel construction, and clock 
arrangements. Mr. Crawford’s liberality in respect of the Obser- 
vatory permits us to devote the sums given by other donors for 
the same object to providing a separate Meteorological Obser- 
vatory, provided with a full set of self-registering instruments. 
This arrangement, which has the cordial approval of His Grace 
the Duke of Devonshire, will enable us to permanently connect 
the name of the donor with the Cork Observatory, which Mr. 
Grubb observes “will be remarkable at least for the unique nature 
of its instruments, and the number of innovations introduced 
into most of them.” I trust when an endowment shall be pro- 
vided to pay a permanent Observer, that the work done will he as 
noteworthy. 

Since my last Report the Plant Houses have been furnished with 
a good collection of typical plants adapted for teaching and other 
scientific and art purposes. This collection consists almost 
wholly of donations. Mr. W. H. Crawford, who gave half the 
cost of the houses themselves, gave a great number of large 
and valuable specimen plants, which have greatly helped to fill 
the houses. His example has been followed by many local 
gentlemen. We have also received help from the national 
institutions of Kew and Glasnevin, and from Trinity College, 
Dublin. Among our benefactors I think it right to specially 
mention here the name of Mr. A. Bannatyne Stewart, of Glasgow, 
who, although having no connexion with the College, or with the 
south of Ireland, sent us a very considerable number of plants. 
In the Appendix (D, Ho. xxiii., p. 31) will be found a complete 
list of the donors of plants, &e. 

The new Botanic Garden has also been laid out since the 
date of my last Report, and furnished with a good collection 
of typical plants. In forming this collection we received great 
assistance from Mr. E. W. Moore, Curator of the Botanic Garden, 
Glasnevin. 

The Biological Laboratory and Aquarium attached to the 
Plant Houses have not yet been provided with the necessary 
internal fittings, but Dr. Leith Adams, the Professor of Natural 
History, was able to use them for his practical class during the 
session. I hope, however, that the necessary funds will he 
provided to enable us to make this important department of the 
scientific teaching of the College fully available next session.
